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DETAILED ACTION 
Preliminary Remark 

Applicants are advised that claim 113 appears to contain a typographical error. It appears 
that claims 1 13-115 should be dependent on Chemical means of fragmentation (claim 1 12). The 
below species requirement is based on this assumption. If Applicants believe that the 
assumption is erroneous, Applicants should make clarify this situation in their response. 

Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of 
the claimed invention: Presented below are patentably distinct species of fragmentation: 

i) Physical means: Claims 107-111 

ii) Chemical means: Claims 112-115 

iii) Enzymatic means: Claims 116-122
